almost in $ state of nudity. At night she slept sometimes in re- 
fuges and sometimes apparently in the streete, for shie “ had marks 
as il she Вай lain down in the mud.”

ROYAL RELATIONSHIPS AND FOREIGN POLITIOS. 


Мн. BRIGHT, in his recent speech at Birmingham, referred to the 
complications in foreign politics which arose from our г ‘yal mar- 
riages. Withont prejudging the question how far the ation of 
our Government, with reference to foreign States, is, or can be, in- 
fluenced by the family ties of the Sovereiga, we may point out 
some of those connexions, some of я 4f6 less known than 
others. » 1 

The Prince of Wáles, ds ovary Ane knows, is married to the 
daughter of the King of Denmark one of the parties to this German 
contest. His eldest sister, thé Princess Royal, is married to the 
Prince Royal of Prussia, one of the parties opposed to the King of 
Denmark. His second sister, the Princess Alice, is married to the 
Prince Louis of Hesse-Darmstadt, whose mother is a Princess of 
Prussia, at d whose brother is an officer in the Pruesfan army. 

These are direct relationships; but there are others scarcely less 
so with which the public are not so well acquaibted, 

Prince Frederick of Augustenburg—the Duke of Augustenburg, 
as he 1s generally called here—although that title properly belongs 
to his father, is a very close connexion of our royal family, and із 
much better knows to the Court than to the people of thes» realms. 
It will be remembered that when the mother of Queen Victoria 
married his Royal Highness the Duke of Kent she was в 
widow. She was first married, in the year 1803, to the Prince 
Emich Charles of Leiningen, who died 4th July, 1814 By 
this marriage the Dachess of Kg.t had one son, born 1804, aud 
one daughter, born 1807, who were consequently Бай. brother and 
half-sister of the Queen. 

I'he Queen's balf-brother, Ob&rles, Prince of Leiningen, died 
1856, and was succeéded by his gon Prince Ernest of Leiningen, 
nephew of the Queen, who is а captain іп the royal navy of Great 
Britain. 

The half-sister of the Queen, the Princess Anne Feodorovna uf 
Leiningen, married in 18/8 Ernest Prince of Hohenlohe-Langen- 
burg. He died in 1860, leaving & widow and five children, the 
latter the nephews and nieces of the Queen Of these children, 
the third sop, Prince Victor of Hohen ohe, who took the name of 
* Conut de Gleichen ” on his marriage with a daughter of Admira 
Bir George Seymour, is a captain in our royal navy. His nextl 
Sister, the Princess Adelaide Victoria of Hohenlohe (born 1835), 
married in 1856 * Frederick Ohristian Augustus, Prince Hereditary 
of Behleswig- Holstein-Sonderbourg-Augustenburg,' the claimant 
to the sovereignty of the State of Bchleswig-Holatein, who is by 
his marriage the Queen's nephew. 

Besides these relationsbips of our royal family with the contend- 
ing parties there are others less immediate. Тһе Kivg Leopold of 
Belgium is the Queen's uncle. His eldest son and heir, tho Duke 
de Brabant, is married to an Archduches8 of Austria, and his 
daughter, the Princess Charlotte, is married to the Archduke Fer- 
diaand Maximilian, brother of the Ешрегог of Austria, another 
party to the contest. Besides the&e connexioné the Duchess of 
Cambridge, who wae a РИпсевв of Нөзее- Cassel, ів au aunt of the 
Queen of Denmark, who was also в Princess of Hesse-Cassel 

Every party to the Dano-Germsnic contest may therefore be 
said to be more or less immediately connected with the royal family 
of Great Britain, 


Great BurraRINGS or A SHIP'S Crew.—By the Shetland mail 
we have received informati n of a very sad character regarding the 
sufferings of a ship's crew, a large portion of whom are reported as 
having died in cousequence "һе vessel is &&id to be a large iron 
ship named the Victoria, on her voyage from Calcutta to Liverpool, 
with a бағдо of coals Seventeen of the crew D on the west 
coast of Shetland on Saturday from a boat іп which they had been 
tossed about at sea for four days without food. Two йай died and 
three had become insane. Of another boat, manned by the captain 
aud thirteen others of the crew, and who left the « easel at the same 
time, intelligence, not fully authenticated when the steamer left, 
bad been received to the effeot that she had reached the west side of 
Shetland on Monday with only two survivors. The sufferings of 
both crews, exposed without food, in open boats, for four aud віх 
days respectively, were most dreadful, resulting in the death in all 
of fourteen men, and the insanity of three.— Wick Northern Ensign

* One eubj ct occucies the mind fn СЪМ, the particulars of wh'ch 
make men’s blood ran cold, and the awful news of which will be 
received in every part of the world with the ntmost horror We 
de not remember to have heard of such & calamity, so sickening, 
го awful. Тһе country seems to be stricken, and no wonder, 
ander this awfal calamity. All political matters are suspended for 
tbe present; men can think of nothing but this calamity; for in 
Santiago, the oapital, scarce a family but mourns some of its 
number, having searched in vain for a vestige of tbeir rematas, 
while whole families have perished. Nearly 200 cartloads of 
burned sorpses have been taken from the awful pile and carried (о 
the cemetery, where fifty men were too few to dig a hole lar;e 
enough to bury what the fire left of the richest and best families 
in Santiago.

play, the chief priest of the church, a man named ‘Ugarte, would 
outstrip the Catholic world, and had invented a ‘ Celestial Post- 
office,’ by which dfrect communication by writing was obtained 
with the Virgin Mary, and in which offerings ecoompanying the 
letters were to be deposited. This same man recently got up a 
religious raffle, for the benefit cf the Virgin, but it was on the even- 
ing of the 8th of December that these celebrations were to reach 
their climax. Тһе church of La Compania, built at the end of the 
seventeenth century, had a spacious nave, but a roof of 
painted wood of very recent construction. The only door 
of easy access wis the principsl one, the small side doo в 
opening only half, and obstracted with screens; near the 
high altar was a small door into the sacristy.

The 
Anstrian forces bive entered the Kronenwerk at Reds! argh, and 
the Danes һауе retired from it, after a slight skirmish between 
the outposts” 

On Mouday, at noon, an engagemert took place between the 
Prussian artillery aud two Danish screw steamers of Eckernforde. 
The town was taken by ше Prussians. The sbips uldmately lett 
the harbour. 

A despatch from Berlin of the 30th ваув:--“ Confirmation has 
been received here of the statement that Eogland's efforts го induce 
France to take а mutual step have bitherto proved abortive. he 
Emperor Napoleon, it appears, is not disposed to с ommit himself by 
any decided expression of opinion in favour of the Londou Treaty, 
and his ambassadors here, and in Vienna, have seemingly received 
directions to offer feeble support to the proposition for six weeks’ 
delay—such as, in fact, amounts to offering none at all. England, 
however, is said to be pursuing her endeavours to engage Russia 
and Sweden at any rate, failing France, to more decided support of 
the integrity of Denmark, accompanying, as one of the Berlin papers 
observes, ‘her recommendation with general warnings and vague 
threats. "

On the morning of Sunday last Marshal Wrangel summoned the 
Danish commander to evacuate Schleswig, and at midnight the 
Austro- Prussian force began its advance. The troops crossed the 
river at various points. Thus have Austria end Prussia finally 
committed themselves to the chances of a conflict with the Danish 
monarch. The means taken for the accomplishment of their task 
are вссһ as in their opinion must ensure success. They desire that 
the Danes should be convinced of the hopelessness of resistance, 
aud for that purpose they are bringing into the field an army which 
is probably more than twice as numerous as their enemy. Н the 
Danes have at the most from 35,000 to 40,000 men, the two Powers 
will, if necessary, march to the Schleswig frontier а force of 80,000 
to 100,000. Seldom have German Governments at апу crisis 
shown such alacrity. France herself could hardly set her legions 
on foot more speedily, or press them on more actively to the scene of 
war. Ina week or ten days more it is probable that the whole Austro- 
Prussian force destined for the campaign will be to the north of 
the Eider. It need hardly be said that the very efficient pre- 
parations of the Danes for resistance have been mainly the 


cause of this promptitude. The two Gov.rnments have not been | 


without а suspicion that the demand for time by Denmark arose 
more from military considerations than a constitutional всгар!е. 
They found that the Danes were fortifying night and day, and 
using every means to free from ice the waters which they look 


upon as a protection from invasion. Frost could not be relied 
late in February, and it was desirable to take advantage of wh 
ever remained of it. During the next week the Governments of t| 
two Powers will no doubt hurry forward their troops, and endeavo 
to strike а blow before the Danes are again favoured with a tha: 
Rumours in such & case are various. In the opinion of most 
servers, the province will be defended with spirit ; but some thi 
that, if pressed by в vastly superior force, the Danes may reti 
and leave the two Powers to carry out their intentions, whate 
they may be. Assuming that the allies gain possesion of Schiesw 
either by the retreat or defeat of the Danes, it will become a mat 
of interest to know what course they will take ia following 
their advantage ; whether they will strictly limit themselves to th 
programme, and only occupy Schleswig until the stipulated con 
tions are falfilled, or whether they will endeavour to coerce D 
mark more speedily by an entrance into the northern part of 
peninsula.

act at Santiago. It surpasses tho measure of human folly, 
even of that human ingenuity which always exceeds itself iu 
cause of folly and delusion. Тһе worst enemy of а people 
а religion could not have committed so cruel a massac 
The Federals have been throwing fire into Charlest 
for months, with no more success than to burn а f 
sheds and hurt опе or two labouring people.

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THE CASE OF ALLEGED POISONING IN CORNWALL. 


Тик +xamination into the charge agaiust Richard Oke Millett, of | 
Репро] near Hayle, of poisoning his brother J. C Mullett, was re- 
sumed at the White Hart Hotel, Hayle, on Saturday last. 

The first wituess examined was Henry Bedilla, formerlv а ser- 
vant at Penpol. He went to the house about rine o'clock on the 
evening in question. Не saw Mise Davy and William Bryaut 
takiug tea in the kitchen. The servant, Jare Teague, called his 
attention to the snoring о! deceased, which he could hear &' the 
bottom of the stairs. Тһе next moruing, about nine o'clock, he saw 
the corpse 

Honor Johns, who had been a servant at Penpol for toa years, 
but had left some years ago. said she nsed to attend upon deceased, 
whose sight was very defective. She saw him last August at 
Has le, вод had а conversation with him, during which ho twics 
told her that be had made no will. Whea be cid maksa will he 
should remember his brother William, his pieco Ellen, Маш 
Oliver (an old servant), and all those who had beeu kind to him- 
self and bis mother. 

In crogs-examination she said she remembered the late Miss 
Kitty Davy, sister of Bir Humphry Davy, being at Penpol, but she 
knew nothing of the present Miss Davy. 

Mr. John Stephens, who farms the estate of Penpol, said he saw 
the deceased nearly every day in the fields, and saw him the day 
prior to his death. He knew he had been suffering from a cold 
about three weeks prier to his death, but deceased told him he was 
getting better. 

In cross-examination he said he had seen deceased put his band 
to his forehead and rub it, but never saw his legs or feet t witch. 

James Williams said that in Febraary last be was asked оу the 
prisoner to come to Penpol, as the deceased was about to make a 
will, and wished him to be one of the witnesses. He went accord- 
ingly, and found the deceased and the prisoner there, as also Wil- 
liam Mitch-ll, the carpenter. A document was brought iuto the 
room by deceased aud the prisoner; it was »igued by дес-авед, 
witness, and William Mitchell. Before it was signed the deceased 
read it. After deceased bad signed he put his fingers on the seal 
and said, “ This is my last will.” 

Philip Vincent said he was & surgeon, residing at Cambourne 
On Wednesday, the 20: of January, he made а post mortem ex- 
amination of the body of deceased ufter it bad been ex- 
humed. Dr. Montgomery, of Penzance, assisted. They ex- 
amined the body very carefully. be stomach, intestines, 
and, in fact, all the contents of the abdomen were perfectly healthy.

Bir Benry's benevolence was of the right kind He knew 
that a strong Government ів іп the end a merciful Govern- 
ment; that wart of vigour is a want of kindness and want 
of sense; that in such а country as India в ruler must do 
something more than study Bentham іп an easy chair. But 
whilst ever on tbe alert, ever ready to crush воу dangerous 
manifestations of disaffection, his mind was c ntinusily 
brooding over tbe meane of advancing the happiness of the 
people. He bnew that what the country most needed was 
герове, and that this could only be secured by a display of 
vigour at the right time; but it was towards a kindly 
paternal Government bis impulses were ever directing him, 
and the welfare of а long-oppressed people was the thought 
dearest to bis heart [^ d ed, for instance, the popu- 
lstion of the Punjeub; but he opened out to them new 
fields of pesc«ful employment, and gave beck to them the 
keg- alienated right of cultivating their rich lands іп security 
and peace. 


The courage and sagacity exhibited by Sir Henry Law- 
rence in checking the progress of the mutiny at Lucknow 
has been rarely surpassed. But it was not only as а soldier, 
Or as an eminent civilian, that Sir Henry Lawrence ranked 
high as his character stood in both capacities. As а frank, 
Open, honourable, and straightforward man, and as a gene- 
rous and an unselfish friend, he had few equals, and по 
superior. Ав an instance ot hie generosity, it deserves to 
be recorded thet for many years, while drawing a band- 
some revenue from his official employmente, he devoted all that һе 
could spere of his yearly salary to the foundation of an asylum for 
the orpban children of European soldiers, which bears his name, 
aud will long stand as а memorial of his good deeds on the hills 
between Simla and U mballah
